Boody, Chef White 
Buffalo, vin ba installed as chief of 
the W iun:bigo tribe of Indians. This 
date commemorates the fortieth anni­ 
versary of Chief Black Hawk’s acces­ 
sion to the head of the Winnebagoes. 
Pr nted invitations are to be issued 
and beats and boxes for noted people 
who are expected. Buffalo Bill, White 
Beaver and many other noted persons 
have signified their intention of being 
present, also every red man from far 
and rear, either Winnebago, Potto wat- 
tomics or Sioux. 
A United States 
marshal will be assistad by a corps 
of Indian police in keeping order. 
It 
is now anticipated that the greatest 
crowds ever seen in Wisconsin will be 
there. 
In his home in this city, T. R 
Boody, ‘‘Chief White Buffalo,” 
has 
fitted up a room at his office and many 
relios of Indian lffe which he has col­ 
lected, are pluced here. 
The floor is 
covered with 
matting, which was 
made by the squaws which they weave 
of rushes and tdey are adepts in artis­ 
tic designs and colorings. The walls 
are decorated with heads of ani rals 
from the chase, beadwork, wampum 
baits, guns, lacrosse rachets, copper 
instru cents, and hundreds of other 
relics which have been given him at 
different times by rome members of 
his tribe, which be values aB almost 
priceless.

He looks below the surface 
and sees large shoals of fish out a 
little from the shore. 
He sees also 
the discouragement, 
wearineaa and 
hunger of the fishermen. 
He says to 
Peter with him in tao boat: “ Put out 
into the deep a id let down your nets 
for a draught." 
Simon answers 
“ Master, we toiled all night and took 
Mottling, b u ta t thy a o d , I will let 
down the nets." 
Whatever the dis­ 
couragements ct the past, when Jesus 
bids. obey. He calipee toe fish. 
He 
is wisdom infinite. 
Our great and 
constant mistake is that we do, and 
even in God’s work, without God's 
guidance and heaven’s help. The boat 
is oat ta deep water; down go the 
nets. 
Draw them in at onoe, they 
doubtless come easily enough. Bnt no, ' my flesh hath none cf me." 


God’s Commando. 
Rev. B. H. Pence's morning sermon 
at the Presbyterian church was from 
the text in I Cor. 5:7-8. 
“For even 
Ohriat, our Passover, was sacrificed 
for na. Thert fore let us keep the feast, 
not with the old leaven, neither with 
the leaven of malice and wickedness, 
but with the unleavened bread of sib- 
eerily and truth."

command to the Israelities 
was that they were t~ tell the story 
over and over again.

The death of the first borr 
throughout all the land of Egypt and 
the spribkliog of blood on the door­ 
posts cf the Israelites' houses, was 
their first great lesson that all men 
are sinners and that “ without shed­ 
ding of blood there is no remission of 
sins.,' la their eyes the blood was 
the life and she sheddirg cf blood 
showed that life nsd been taken. 
This was the law given on Mt 
Sinai, 
that never has been changed. 
Another lesson taught by this was 
that of tits common bond of the na­ 
tion or family. 
They were to cele 
brste their feast as families, gathered 
round their own hearthstone. 
We are 
all bound together by a common guilt, 
a common redemption, 
a common 
Savior. 
Another thing about this sacrifice 
was the fact that they used unleavened 
bread. 
la their baste they had not 
time that night to prepare leavened 
bread. 
This signifies 
purity. The 
leavening or fermenting process sig­ 
nifies decay or corruption. 
The un­ 
leavened bread signified the purity of 
heart and sincerity of purpose with 
which they were to keep this tsast. 
T ie bitter herbs lignified the bitter, 
hard, and dark experiences of their 
sojourn in the land c f Egypt. 
The lamb killed meant something 
more to them; It meant the shedding 
of the blood of their Messiah who was 
to come. 
And just aa the lamb was 
bi ought in his first year, in the first 
vigor of his strergth, so Jesus in his 
)ouog manhood, in full intellectual, 
moral and spiritual power, brought, 
himself as a lamb, “ without blemish 
and without spot,” for the alas of she 
world. “ He that was without sin wap 
made sic for ut, that we might hav«3 
the righteousness of God."
